Company: Fablock Mills, Irvington, 
New Jersey. Consignment: cloth web. 
Destination: Germany. Container firm: 
United Cargo Corporation. 

Procedure: Fablock’s cloth web, 
packed in several corrugated cartons, 
was hauled via motor freight carrier 
to a New York dock. The individual 
parcels were unloaded; consolidated; 
and placed in a single container, 102” 
in length, 75” in width, and 825” 
in height. Capacity: 9,000-pounds. 

To shield the cloth web from pil- 
ferage and other hazards on its long 
ocean voyage, steel strapping was 
placed around the container. As an 
added security measure, the carrier 
affixed its seal to the container—de- 
signed to indicate, at a glance, wheth- 
er the container had been opened at 
any time prior to its arrival in Europe. 

Set to go, the containerload of cloth 
web was stowed aboard a freighter. 
A final check and it was on its way! 

Upon its arrival in Germany, it was 
inspected by the consignee. Satisfied 
that the cloth web had been un- 
touched on its trans-Atlantic crossing, 
Fablock’s German customer signed for 
the consignment and had it trans- 
ferred to his warehouse. 

Delivered: one shipment of expen- 
sive cloth web. Condition: A-1—thanks 
to containerization.

Company: George Hormel, Austin, 
Minnesota. Shipment: meats. Destina- . 
tion: Minneapolis. Container firm: 
Clark Equipment. 

Procedure: Hormel’s distribution 
program is based squarely on the ef- 
fective use of 12 ultra-modern refrig- 
erated containers, plus a pair of 40- 
foot flatbed units—actually, little more 
than chassis. 

Hormel places its meats into the 
aluminum containers at its Austin fa- 
cility. The containers are hoisted, by 
power-packed fork lifts, onto a chas- 
sis and secured—three containers to 
a chassis. ; 

Ready to move, Hormel’s contain- 
erized meats proceed over-the-high- 
way to Minneapolis. Fork lifts transfer 
the containers to waiting city deliv- 
ery vehicles and the meat products 
are delivered, speedily and smoothly, 
to the firm’s customers all over the 
metropolitan area. 


Company: Gibson Refrigerator, 
Greenville, Michigan. Consignment: 
appliances. Destination: Puerto Rico. 
Carriers: Interstate System and Sea- 
Land Service. 

Procedure: Gibson depended en- 
tirely on fishyback to move a group of 
irreplaceable refrigerator prototypes 
to a company sales meeting in San 
Juan. (Value of the shipment: over 
$1 million.) 

The manufacturer's appliances were 
stowed aboard a trailer at its Green- 
ville plant; rushed over-the-highway 
to Port Newark, New Jersey; hoisted 
—still aboard the trailer—onto a trail- 
ership; and dispatched. 

Eight days later, right on sched- 
ule, the refrigerators were delivered 
at their Puerto Rican destination—a 
graphic demonstration of what truly 
effective land-sea shipping coordina- 
tion can achieve. 


a similar name—with a 
wide variety of fishy- 
back achievements. The 
Dow Chemical; AMF 
Pinspotters; and Gib- 
son Refrigerator ship- 
ments described on 
page 19 of the June 
issue were all hauled 
by the Interstate Sys- 
tem—a leader in land- 
sea operations. 
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Company: Clark Equipment. Ship- 
ment: metal stampings. Route: be- 
tween Clark’s plants in Buchanan and 
Battle Creek, Michigan. 

Procedure: Clark utilizes contain- 
ers of its own design to shift its metal 
stampings from Buchanan to Battle 
Creek. The components are placed 
in these containers; lifted by mh units 
onto highway vehicles; and hauled to 
Battle Creek. 

Reaching their destination, Clark's 
containers are removed by fork lifts 
and left where they are until emp- 
tied—serving, in effect, as temporary, 
miniature “warehouses.” 


Company: International Business 
Machines, New York City. Shipment: 
a massive 15-ton electronic data proc- 
essing system. Destination: Tokyo. 
Carrier: Neptune World Wide Mov- 
ing. 

Procedure: Confronted with the 
task of moving its system halfway 
around the world, IBM called in Nep- 
tune. The carrier promptly blueprint- 
ed the handling and hauling of the 
consignment, down to the last detail. 

On Moving Day, the system was 
loaded—uncrated!—aboard a_ giant 
trailer. Rushed to a San Francisco 
dock, the trailer and its unusual car- 
go were slung aboard an outbound 
vessel and transported across the Pa- 
cific. 

Upon its arrival at a Japanese port, 
the trailer was promptly unloaded; 
attached to a chassis; and hauled to 
Tokyo. 

Received by IBM’s Japanese con- 
signee: one extremely delicate and 
expensive data processing system—in 
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perfect working order, despite its 
long voyage from the States. 


Organization: C.A.R.E. (The Co- 
operative For American Relief Every- 
where). Shipment: parcels for the 
needy. Destination: points around the 
globe. Container firm: United Cargo 
Corporation. 

Procedure: Providing food, cloth- 
ing, and similar items for the destitute 
of the world, C.A.R.E. is leaning in- 
creasingly on containerization to safe- 
guard its consignments from ocean

damage and pilferage and to slash 
its packing and handling expenditures. 

C.A.R.E. packets, destined for over- 
seas areas, are consolidated at key 
U. S. warehouses and placed in 500- 
cubic-foot lightweight aluminum con- 
tainers. These containers are sealed; 
stowed aboard freighters; transport- 
ed; unloaded; and forwarded to 
C.A.R.E.’s foreign distribution centers. 

Report C.A.R.E. officials: “There 
are three key reasons why C.A.R.E. 
is employing containerization on an 
ever-expanding scale. 

“First, containerization obviates the 
need for special, costly export pack- 
ing, usually required to safeguard 
waterborne consignments. Second, it 
lends a new speed and ease to the 
processing, handling, and hauling of 
freight. And finally, containerization 
puts an end to pilferage.” 


Company: Dow Chemical, Midland, 
Michigan. Shipment: 53,000-pounds 
of weed-killer. Destination: Puerto 
Rico. Carriers: Sea-Land Service and 
Interstate System. 

Procedure: Intent on moving its 
chemicals to Puerto Rico as rapidly 
and economically as possible, Dow 
called on Interstate. Its weed-killer 
was loaded aboard two trailers and 
trucked to Port Newark, New Jersey. 
The 35-foot trailers were then lifted 
off their chassis by shipboard cranes

trailership. 

Arriving in Puerto Rico, just seven 
days later, the vans were removed 
from the trailership; secured to chas- 
sis; and hauled to Ponce. 

Result? Containerized shipping en- 
abled Dow to make delivery to its 
customers far faster than it would 
have, had it relied on another form 
of service. Other benefits? A substan- 
tial reduction in Dow’s handling and 
packing costs. 


Organization: The U. S. Air Force. 
Shipments: household effects. Desti- 
nation: U. S. air bases all over the 
globe. Carrier: Railway Express. 

Procedure: The Air Force is cur- 
rently testing a new international 
door-to-door container service devel- 
oped by Railway. Object of the serv- 
ice? To facilitate the hauling of house- 
hold effects belonging to reassigned 
Air Force personnel. 

Under the carrier's arrangement 
with the AF, Railway packs house- 
hold goods in specially-designed con- 
tainers; hauls them to their destina- 
tion; and unpacks them. 

Achievements: a reduction of up 
to 10 days in origin-to-destination de- 
livery time, slashed loss and damage. 


Company: AMF Pinspotters, Chica- 
go. Shipment: equipment for 24 
spanking new bowling alleys. Desti- 
nation: Puerto Rico. Carriers: Inter- 
state System and Sea-Land Service. 

Procedure: AMF stowed its com- 
ponents aboard a highway trailer. Its 
merchandise was then trucked to Port 
Newark, New Jersey; hoisted aboard 
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a trailership; carried to Puerto Rico; 
and delivered. 

Eliminated by AMF was the need 
for “break bulk” handling and export 
packing. Estimated saving in distribu- 
tion costs? A walloping $8,000. 


Company: DeJur-Amsco, New York. 
Shipment: $150,000’s worth of dictat- 
ing machines. Route: inbound to De- 
Jur’s Long Island City warehouse 
from the Grundig Radio. Werke in 


Furth, West Germany. Carrier: U. S. 
Lines. 

Procedure: Grundig’s dictating com- 
ponents were loaded into special con- 
tainers at its plant in Furth. Container 
dimensions: 17’ in length, 8’ in width, 
and 7’ in height. 

The containers were then trans- 
ported to Hamburg; placed aboard a 
vessel; hauled to New York; and de- 
livered to DeJur. 

Saving in shipping costs: great! 


Containerization is the hottest 
topic in traffic-transportation today.

A salute to the Emery Air Freight Corpo- 
ration, which bills itself as the world's 


The firm 
recently handled and hauled its 3 millionth 
shipment, consisting of Westinghouse radi- 
os, hi-fi sets, and television sets out- 
bound from Metuchen (N.J.) to Chicago. 

Founded in 1946, to date Emery has pro- 
cessed and transported more than 10 million 
individual items. Weight: a hold-onto-

That's the goal of a new agreement just 
inked by United Airlines and the Railway 
Express Agency. 

Under the UAL-Railway arrangement (ef- 
fective last month) "consignments may be 
originated as air freight and delivered to 
final destination as surface express, or in 
reverse order. Charges—either prepaid or 
collect—will be a combination of the ap- 
plicable air and surface rates of the two 
carriers." 

In addition, the agreement provides for 
a single receipt, covering movement by air 
freight between UAL's system cities and 
surface express between these points and 
non-airport centers served by Railway. 

Covering all types of shipments accepta- 
ble in both express and air freight servic- 
es, the pact is expected to meet shipper 
needs for coordinated handling of cargo 
moving to and from cities and towns without 
scheduled service.

Basically, the plane is an extended range 
version of the long-range C-130B. It fea- 
tures a gross take-off weight of 155,000- 
pounds—21,000-pounds more than the maxi- 
mum take-off weight of the C-130Bs now in 
service. 

Other "Advanced B" innovations: beefed- 
up landing gears and supporting struc- 
tures, and increased fuel capacity, thanks 
to pylon tanks under each wing, lifting the 
"Advanced B's" fuel load from 6,960 to 
9,690-gallons. 


Ship extensively to Puerto Rico? Pan 
American World Airways has hacked its car- 
go rates to the Commonwealth by as much as 
30%. What's more, it has upped its air 
freight capacity to and from the island by 
a staggering 100%. 
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"The reduced rates," says PAA, “affect 
shipments of all weights on Clipper flights 
in both directions between San Juan and 
Miami, New York, Washington, Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, and Boston." 

Under its new program, PAA is operating 
86 flights in and out of San Juan every week. 
The carrier's jet Clippers, hauling up to 
10,000-pounds in addition to their full 
passenger loads, will be employed on 54 
flights per week. 

PAA's current Puerto Rican cargo capaci- 
ty: 800,000-pounds. Flight time to the 
island: from New York, 3-1/2 hours; from 
Miami, 2hours and 10 minutes. 


Launched last month by the Scandinavian 
Airlines System: daily DC-8 jet service 
linking New York and Copenhagen .. . 
Eastern Air Lines is now operating four- 
flights-a-day to and from Minneapolis-St. 
Paul and Chicago, Louisville, Cincinatti, 
and other southeastern points. 


North Central Airlines' operations are 
mushrooming! Routes currently being flown 
by the carrier add up to more than 5,366 
miles—nearly double North Central's '54 
total. What's more, an additional 3,442- 
route-miles of extensions are at present 
pending before the Civil Aeronautics Board, 
including cargo-passenger service to and 
from three provinces north of the border. 


Swissair's sky freight operations are 
soaring! Freight gain in '60, as compared 
with the same period in '59: a snappy 26%. 
And this is only the beginning, company 
officials report, pointing to Swissair's 
recent launching of Caravelle jet service 
to London and DC-8 trans-Atlantic jet hops 
to New York. 

Says Swissair: "The utilization of jet- 
liners should lift our freight capacity 
tremendously. In the second half of this 
year, for example, Swissair will offer— 
across the Atlantic—a loading capacity for 
goods that is 4-5 times larger for Switzer- 
land-U.S. traffic and 7-8 times larger in 
the opposite direction than the volume of 
freight hauled in the same area during the 
same period last year. 

What is Swissair transporting? Every- 
thing. Major items include: textiles; 
shoes; leather goods; automobiles; trac- 
tors ; radio and television sets ; chinaware ; 
optical and photographic equipment; and 
scientific and medical instruments. 
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®@ How do leading traffic and trans- 
portation executives feel about con- 
tainerization?

An additional 
large portion of the final price, more- 
over, may be traced directly to han- 
dling and rehandling in the factory 
and on the shipping route.” 

These costs, however, could be 
hacked tremendously through the 
use of modern shipping containers, 
Mr. Galaspie emphasizes. Reason? 
Containers are geared to reduce the 
number of units handled. They are 
designed to shave labor costs; permit 
lower initial investment in transpor- 
tation; and expedite loading-unload- 
ing-shipping-receiving. 

And that’s not all! “Other advan- 
tages of containerization include 
sharply reduced pilferage; lowered 
damage; the elimination or reduction 
of costly packaging and crating charg- 
es; quicker loading and turn-around 
for carrier equipment; faster door-to- 
door service for shippers and consign- 
ees; simplified paperwork; and en- 
hanced flexibility in interchange.” 

Declares the nationally-known dis- 
tribution executive: “Containerization 
is proving itself again and again. And 
the more it matures and is refined, 
the more apparent will become its 
numerous advantages.” 

How is container shipping already 
being employed today? Examples cit- 
ed by Director Galaspie:

Concludes Mr. Galaspie: “Some of 
the advantages of containerization 
may be open to debate. Neverthe- 


less, even if they’re only partially re- 
alized, the economies achieved will 
be such that the shipping public will 
demand the mass use of inter-mode 
containers, on a national basis, as soon 
as possible.” 

Distribution experts at the Milwau- 
kee (Wis.) Company likewise regard 
containerization as a development 
“destined to work a major revolution 
in transportation, as we know it.” 

Declared the Milwaukee-based in- 
vestment house, in a recent report 
to its investors: “Revolutionary new 
procedures, revolving around expe- 
dited handling and hauling of cargo, 
are giving shippers and common car- 
riers cause to rejoice. 

“Until only recently, moving freight 
any distance often involved cumber- 
some transfers between carriers, ex- 
cessive time loss, high costs, pilferage, 
and complicated bills of lading. But 
the advent of piggyback and fishy- 
back and the enormous potential of- 
fered by the container concept will 
brighten the profit picture for ship- 
pers and carriers. 

“Ultimately, a consignor will be 
able to send his goods anywhere in 
the world at top speed and minimum 
cost.” 

T. P. Nelligan, executive vice pres- 
ident of Chicago’s Albert Schwill & 
Company likewise sees a tremendous

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future for containerization. 

“Containers will deliver the prod- 
uct at the use point in better condi- 
tion than open or bulk shipping,” 
says Mr. Nelligan. “We ship malt. 
In our case, the physical condition 
is a matter of specification. Shipments 
may be rejected if there is too high 
a percent of skinned and broken 
material, if there is any contamination 
or insect infestation, if the moisture 
content is too high or if any water 
has leaked into the product. 

“In all these vital areas, the con- 
tainer gives the shipper much more 
control over the condition of his prod- 
uct upon arrival. Why? Because the 
product is received in the condition 
in which it is shipped and without 
being handled by any outside agency.” 

What effect will containerization 
have on distribution in the years 
ahead? Declares Mr. Nelligan: “The 
most apparent change in the distri- 
bution function resulting from contain- 
erization is its impact on the ware- 
kousing function. In many fields—such 
as the meat industry—it has been the 
practice to ship full carloads to dis- 
tribution centers and break them 
down into smaller delivery-size units 
of assorted products. 

“Since containers are smaller units 
than carloads, approximately the same 
size as delivery units and still carry 
carload rates, this operation is now 
moved back to the manufacturing 
side. In this case a warehousing type 
of function has been eliminated. 

“Many industries—beer, for one— 
are studying this feature of contain- 
erization,” concludes Mr. Nelligan. 
“Aim: to eliminate costly warehouses 
and substitute relatively simple trans- 
fer operations for containers.”

Also profoundly impressed by the 
progress and promise of containeri- 
zation is Fruehauf Trailer’s Roy Frue- 
hauf. 

In Mr. Fruehauf's estimation, “with 
containers, freight claim damage is 
reduced to an absolute minimum. 
Total loading and unloading time is 
measured in hours, instead of days. 
Through the utilization of containers, 
the bit-by-bit accumulation of freight, 
costly warehousing, stacking, and sort- 
ing become a thing of the past. Con- 
tainerization also means a_ single 
through bill of lading.” 

Roland M. Puder is another top- 
notch traffic-transportation executive 
who is sold on the merits of contain- 
erization. As supervisor of material 
handling, packaging, and distribution 
for E. I. duPont de Nemours in Wil- 
mington (Del.) Mr. Puder has seen 
containerization in action many times. 


And he has liked what he has seen! 

“DuPont has reduced its distribu- 
tion costs through containerization,” 
Mr. Puder is quick to point out. “And 
many of the developments have pro- 
vided enhanced service.” 

Herbert H. Hall, general chairman 
of the American Standards Association 
—and a man long interested in the 
improvement of transportation through 
advanced equipment and techniques 
—likewise believes that containeriza- 
tion is destined to floor transport costs. 
He has one all-important reservation, 
however. And it’s an important one. 
Mr. Hall firmly believes that contain- 
erization will not live up to its full 
potential unless there is a determined 
drive toward the standardization of 
shipping containers. 

“The awakening realization that 
what might be good for one mode of 
transportation might also be benefi- 
cial to another,” says Mr. Hall, “is 
gradually bringing carriers together 
in working out an interchange of 
trailers and containers. 

“When the various carriers making 
up America’s transport system are 
convinced of the advantages, econ- 
omies, and permanence of freight con- 
tainer interchange, and when they 
evolve suitable facilities for the effi- 
cient handling and transporting of 
containers, distribution in the U. S. 
will become far more efficient. This 
can only lead to a welcome improve- 
ment in the national economy.” 

What are the primary aims of the 
standardization program Mr. Hall ad- 
vocates? Basically, here’s what it is 
designed to achieve: 

1. Shipment from origin to destina- 
tion in unopened sealed units. 

2. Reduced packaging and packag- 
ing material expenditures. 

3. Slashed paperwork. 

4. Lowered insurance costs. 

5. Floored loss and damage. 

6. Sliced loading-unloading costs. 

7. Reduced contamination from 
outside sources. 

8. An end to pilferage. 

No development in transportation, 
during the past decade, has been 
applauded more warmly by the na- 
tion’s cost-conscious traffic executives 
than the steady growth of container- 
ization. Virtually without exception, 
TMs everywhere are solidly behind 
this cost-cutting, efficiency building 
procedure. 

As one traffic executive put it, at 
a recent distribution conference in 
New York City: “Containerization 
could be the open sesame to a new 
and tremendous era in transportation 
—an era in which industrial shippers 
everywhere will get more for their 
shipping dollar than ever before in 
history.” 
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Objective: snappier service for motor 
freight shippers. Independent Truckers’ 
approach: a tip-top communications setup. 
Method: the installation of over 1,000 
miles of telephone lines, linking the car- 
rier's Omaha GHQ with its three terminals. 

The voice "tie-in" line—replacing tele- 
typewriter equipment— has already sub- 
stantially boosted communications and op- 
erational efficiency at Independent. 

Says Chicago terminal manager Earl An- 
derson: "Customer inquiries are being } han- 
dled and processed with added dispatch, 
Since the voice line enables us to trace the 
location of any in transit shipment in a 
big hurry." 

What's more, Mr. Anderson points out, the 
system has enabled Independent to tighten 
its control and coordinate the movement of 
its 143 pieces of trucking equipment. Re- 
sult? A vastly improved transport oper- 
ation. 

Basically, the new telephone line con- 
Sists of two circuits—each terminating at 
Omaha. The western circuit links Denver 
and Sioux City with Omaha; the eastern 
link, Chicago with Omaha. A switching ar- 
rangement at Omaha enables the two cir- 
cuits to be "welded" into one overall net- 
work, when desired. 


Johnson Motor Lines' all-out expansion 
drive is rolling along! Now the carrier has 
applied to the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion for permission to acquire a number o 
new Georgia and South Carolina interstate 
operating rights from Cooper Motor Lines. 

The Public Service Commission of South 
Carolina has already granted Johnson tem- 
porary authority to render the intrastate 
motor freight service formerly handled by 
Cooper. This enables Johnson to handle 
shipments between virtually all communi- 
ties in South Carolina. 

In another important development, the ICC 
has granted Johnson temporory authority to 
control the Emmott-Valley Transportation 
Company of Uxbridge, Massachusetts. This 
extends the carrier's general commodity 
services between New York, New Jersey. New 
England, the Middle Atlantic area, and the 
South. 

Explains Maurice E. Sheahan, Johnson's 
president: "The acquisition o of these addi- 
tional operating authorities will enable 
us to expand our present interstate service 
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between Atlanta, the Carolinas, Virginia, 
and various Eastern markets. 

"Johnson's ownership of Atlantic State 
Motor Lines and its control of Emmott-Val- 
ley, plus its acquisition of the new oper- 
ating authorities, will offer the shipping 
public one of the most comprehensive cov- 
erages of any motor freight carrier oper- 
ating along the Eastern Seaboard, between 
Maine and Florida." 

Where does the arrangement leave Cooper 
Motor Lines? Says Charles F. Cooper, who 
heads the Greenville (S. C.) line: "The sale 
of this portion of our operating rights will 
permit us to concentrate our resources and 
effort on rendering full and efficient ser- 
vice on our long line routes running between 
the Southeast and New York." 


Object: better service for Central and 
Southern Truck Lines customers. Method: the 
acquisition of 40 new 38-foot Fruehauf 
stainless steel reefers. Outstanding fea- 
tures of the Fruehauf vehicles: ceiling and 
Sides consisting of six inches of fiber 
glass; afloorcontaining sixinches of san- 
iblock; and aluminum flooring, designed to 
provide an exceptionally high air flow to 
facilitate cooling of the payload. 

Central & Southern maintains 10 terminals.

@ Problem: locating and hiring trained, 
efficient traffic-shipping-warehousing per- 
sonnel—especially for those hard-to-fill 
“in between” jobs. 

Finding shippers, packers, handlers, 
and employees to fill similar positions 


is an extremely easy task. It’s also fairly 
simple to hire qualified individuals for 
top positions in a traffic department's 
technical section. 

Between these two levels, however, 
there’s a vocational area which can pose 
a king-sized headache for a TM. Hiring 
personnel to fill “middle-rung” traffic 
department positions—such as Assistant 
Inbound, Freight Coordinator, and Assist- 
ant Rate Clerk—is often a terrific prob- 
lem.

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cruit men for these so-called “ladder 
divisions.” 

On the other hand, individuals who 
have undergone rigorous traffic-transpor- 
tation training in college or on-the-job 
are unwilling to drop to lower-level 
traffic assignments, not in keeping with 
their education or experience. What's 
more, no TM would want them to fall 
a notch. It just wouldn’t make good 
sense. In the first place, in such a situ- 
ation, their talents would not be utilized 
to the fullest extent possible. And, in 
the second place, it would be unfair to 
these people to ask them to start at a 
pay level beneath what they could re- 
ceive, on the basis of their backgrounds. 

What happens? Finding the right 
man for the right job at the right pay 
level becomes an extremely complex 

What should be done? It’s often said 
that “if you can’t find ’em, you should 
grow ’em.” This is an approach we, at 
Polaroid, and other traffic departments 
are striving to take, in a determined 
effort to solve the problem of filling in- 
termediate jobs. 

How do you conduct this type of pro- 
gram? Step One is to hold meetings 
periodically with members of the oper- 
ational division. At these meetings, the 
functions of a traffic unit’s technical 
section should be thoroughly explored 
and analyzed. 


how Polaroid does it 


At Polaroid, we have our technical 
group conduct regularly-scheduled ori- 
entation sessions, attended by interested 
operational division employees. The ABCs 
of traffic are discussed at these meetings. 

Should there be any interest displayed 
by operational group people, we capital- 
ize on it to the fullest extent. We try 
to get them to pursue further such as- 
pects of traffic as rates, routing, tracers, 
and claims. 

In addition, certain that such interest 
is genuine, we try to set up a cross- 
training program, whereby these em- 
ployees may be exposed to the “minor” 
aspects of traffic-transportation manage- 
ment during their om 86 working hours. 
This may be done in a variety of ways. 
Our method: to assign an operational 
employee to a job connected with the 
technical aspects of traffic for an hour 
a day. 

Naturally, we also encourage poten- 
tial intermediate job candidates to take 
courses in the phases of traffic in which 
they are interested at night school. A 
word of caution here, though. In no in- 
stance do we recommend general traffic 
courses to these employees. We feel that 
our own staff can explain the ABCs of 
traffic management far more effectively 
and on a far more practical basis than 
the courses offered at night school. 

These courses are designed for begin- 
ners in the field—for people not already 
linked to a traffic department and ex- 
posed to its techniques and procedures.

Last month, Shipping Management- 
National Hi-Way Shipper presented a 
broad “overview” of current develop- 
ments in motor freight containerization. 
Analyzed were the achievements of such 
outstanding container pioneers as the 
Spector Freight System; Interstate Sys- 
tem; Eastern Express; and Consolidated 
Freightways.

m@ Successful operation, under varied 
circumstances, have proven to us 
that containerization is going to be- 
come an increasingly important factor 
in transportation. Like most important 
developments however, customer 
demand—rather than carrier conven- 
ience—will determine its eventual 
scope. 

Extensive containerization experi- 
ments have been conducted in the 
past. And this experimentation is con- 
tinuing. Nevertheless, bear this in 
mind: the publicity given these tests 
has tended to obscure the fact that 
many concerns have actually been 
providing similar services, successfully 
and profitably, for years. 

CF’s largest and most versatile con- 
tainer operation at present is one in 


which our Garrison Fast Freight Di- 
vision transports a wide array of 
freight from Seattle to Alaskan points 
in 24-foot van containers and smaller 
knockdown types.

Underscored: the 
fact that shipments can be moved 
faster, more effectively, and more 
effectively when carriers cooperate 
and coordinate their efforts, rather 
than battle it out toe-to-toe. 

An extremely different, yet equally 
successful, containerized service has 
been built by CF’s Trans Ocean Van 
Service on the use of 8’X8'X8' marine 
plywood Sea Vans. Primary purpose: 
to facilitate the movement of house- 
hold goods belonging to reassigned 
military personnel. 

Items are packed in these water- 
proof containers; trucked to the dock; 
and loaded aboard ship. On arrival, 
these vans are transported over-the- 
highway to residences or storage de- 
pots for unloading.

Trans Ocean has also come up with 
smaller fibre-board containers—known 
as Thruliners—to encourage through 
movements by van and ship without 
the necessity for repacking. Eight 
basic sizes permit the separate han- 
dling of various size shipments and 
are designed to fit into Sea Vans in 
twos, threes, fours, sixes, and eights. 
Added protection for outbound ship- 
ments: articles are blanket-wrapped 
before being packed in Thruliners. 

Removed from their Sea Vans, in- 
dividual Thruliner units—still unseal- 
ed—are placed in storage or are 
loaded aboard moving vans. Final 
step? Delivery. Outcome? Room-to- 
room moving service, relying exten- 
sively on various modes of transpor- 
tation. 


containerization action 


The activities of CF’s Far East Van 
Service are another example of the 
efficiency of containerization in action. 
Object of Far East’s assignment: to 
provide a smooth, swift, safe through 
service on perishables traveling be- 
tween San Francisco and Defense 
Department installations in the Pacif- 
ic and Far East. 

Chilled or frozen commodities are 
loaded into 24-foot or 27-foot refrig- 
erated containers. They are then 
moved to the waterfront and shifted 
aboard ships participating in the pro- 
ject. 

Once aboard, the containers’ re- 
frigeration units are hooked up and 
turned on. All through the voyage, 
ship engineers keep close tabs on 
container temperature readings. 

Arriving at their destination port, 
the containers are placed aboard 
trailers (equipped with portable gen- 
erating units) and sent on their way. 
Shortly afterward, they and their con- 
tents are delivered—the culmination 
of a superb shipping program which 
has virtually KOd military perishable 
spoilage. 


Other outstanding CF container 
activities include: 

e Tests with refrigerated van move- 

ments, via the Korean ports of Kona 


and Inchon. 


e@ Moving sensitive chill items (lettuce, 
celery, etc.) from the fields around 
Salinas (California) to Hawaii. 


e Hauling reefer containerloads of let- 
tuce from El Centro (California) to 
Korea. Freshly picked lettuce, raised 
in the El Centro area, is run 
through a vacuum cooling plant. 
Then it’s loaded into a van. A con- 
stant temperature is maintained 
throughout the lettuce’s trip. Re-

In Containerization—Part I, Shipping 
Management-National Hi-Way Shipper 
explored the latest trends and develop- 
ments in container research and pro- 
duction. Among the companies cited for 
their outstanding accomplishments in this 
vital area of containerization were Trail- 
mobile, Incorporated, and the Highway 
Trailer Company. 

In this article, SM-NHS rounds out its

Report On Fruehauf Trailer: 


@ The following piece, deftly summariz- 
ing the Fruehauf Trailer Company’s 
steadily expanding container program 
was prepared exclusively for Shipping 
Management-National Hi-Way Shipper 
by Walter C. Kavanaugh, Fruehauf’s 
Product Sales Manager—Containers. 


Years of research and development 
in containerization have convinced 
Fruehauf and its customers of the 
soundness of the company’s highway- 
rail-steamship integration concepts. 

Fruehauf believes that containeriza- 
tion will make its most significant 
contribution to transportation when 
final agreement is achieved on the 
standardization of sizes. It also main- 
tains that container shipping’s full 
potential depends on a moder, tautly- 
knit procedure, offering consignors 
and consignees maximum flexibility 
and simplicity for complete integra- 
tion. 

Today, there are a variety of ex- 
amples of our containers and chassis 
demonstrating the efficiency and feas- 
ibility of this interchangeability factor. 

Nucleus of Fruehauf’s system is its 
container. The unit is designed and 
constructed with all of the benefits a 
user would expect in the Volume* Van 
line, including the flexibility needed 
for effective handling in integrated 
service. 

Special features incorporated in the 
component, to enable it to withstand 
loading-unloading stress and _ strain:

top and bottom corner castings, for 
crane handling, stacking, and secur- 
ing; fork pockets for lift truck han- 
dling; removable rollers for roll-on, 
roll-off operations; and lock bars for 
rail car tiedown. 

To handle this container speedily, 
smoothly, and economically, Fruehauf 
has also engineered a tip-top chassis. 
Equipped with special box locking- 
unlocking devices, the chassis per- 
forms equally well on smooth city 
streets and rough country roads. 

Working closely with the General 
American Transportation Corporation, 
Fruehauf has placed at the disposal of 
the shipper an 85-foot-long rail car. 
Popular name: the G-85. Capabilities: 
effective handling of four 20-foot or 
two 40-foot containers, or mixed loads 
of containers and conventional-type 
trailers. Using an overhead crane or a 
fork lift truck, containers may be 
loaded either by roll-on, roll-off tech- 
niques; drive-on, drive-off procedures; 
or lift-on, lift-off methods. 

(At present, Fruehauf is also hard 
at work on a new method of side- 
loading with the G-85, which should 
represent another major step forward 
in increased operational flexibility. ) 

Aside from providing a high degree 
of shock absorption for the protection 
of in transit cargo, the G-85 may also 
be loaded-unloaded with eye-opening 
speed. Reason? The use of a center 
guide, automatically aligning the units 
for smooth, continuous operation. No 
realignment is necessary, once the 
container’s specially-designed flanged 
wheels or the trailer’s wheels touch 
the car deck. 

Still another important application 
of Fruehauf containers and chassis in 
rail transport is being utilized by the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. The con- 
tainer units are 36-feet long and are 
of all-steel construction. Feature: top 
and bottom corner castings for crane 
handling, as well as effective stacking. 

In action, a mobile-type crane hoists 
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the container from its chassis and 
transfers it directly to a waiting rail 
car. The container sidewalls are rein- 


_forced. What's more, they are pro- 


vided with four crane application 
castings to be lifted on 16-foot centers. 

This method of handling is identical 

to the one being employed by the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad (MoPac) 
and the units will be interchanged 
between the rail systems. Steps have 
also been taken, in the design of the 
chassis, to enable it to be used 
»fficiently in piggyback service. 
» In trucking, the versatility and effi- 
of Fruehauf’s equipment is 
more than amply demonstrated by the 
Spector Freight System’s utilization of 
the components. 

Spector recently took delivery on 
60 20-foot aluminum containers and 
15 chassis units. The motor freight 
carrier uses a single container and a 
20-foot Fruehauf chassis for city de- 
liveries and a 40-foot chassis mounting 
two of these boxes for long distance 
hauling, where economy is a prime 
necesntity. 

Spector's evaluation of the units? 
Enthusiastic. Company officials report 
that the Fruehauf containers provide 
for faster door-to-door service and the 
elimination of bulk breakage at origin 
or terminal points. 

Now, how about the employment 
of Fruehauf’s components in fishyback 
operations? Sea-Land Service is cur- 
rently using 35-foot Fruehauf dry 
freight and refrigerator containers. 
These are unloaded by ship-mounted 
gantry cranes and transferred post- 
haste to waiting chassis units, in such 
ports as New York, Miami, Tampa, 
and Houston. 

According to Sea-Land, through 
the use of containers and ship cranes, 
the in-port-time of each vessel is now 
measured in hours, instead of days. 
Pilferage and cargo damage, more- 
over, are reduced to an absolute mini- 
mum. Result? Hacked insurance costs. 
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“Ultimately, the success of containerization 


depends on the forward-thinking and efforts 


An added benefit: lighter and 
cheaper packaging requirements— 
thanks to the clean, smooth interi- 
ors of the Fruehauf containers. 

What's Fruehauf’s stand on stand- 
ardization? Obviously, the company 
is all for it. Fruehauf is at present 
actively engaged, with other members 
of the industry, in attempting to work 
out a_ standardization program for 
containerization. 

Emphasizes Keith W. Tantlinger, 
Fruehauf's vice president of engineer- 
ing and manufacturing: The ultimate 
success of containerization is depend- 
ent on the forward-thinking and co- 
ordinated efforts of all segments of 
transportation to achieve standardiza- 
tion and pave the way for more 
effective integrated service. Only 
when standardization and integrated 
service are achieved will the nation’s 
shippers begin to enjoy the full bene- 
fits inherent in up-to-date, super-effi- 
cient, dollar-saving container shipping. 


Other R & D Developments: 


ACF Industries’ experiments with its 
Adapto container setup are continuing. 
Heart of the system: a variety of gen- 
eral and special-purpose containers, 
geared to meet virtually any distri- 
bution need. Transfers from flat-bed 
highway vehicles to rail cars are effect- 
ed by crane, rollers, or lift truck. 

The Clark Equipment Company is 
likewise pushing ahead vigorously 
with its Mobilvan container pro- 
gram. This arrangement is based 
squarely on the handling and _ shift- 
ing of containers from vehicle to 
vehicle by specially-designed, high 
capacity lift trucks. 

The Champion Company, mean- 
while, has come up with a super- 
dooper container tailor-made to the 
needs of the nation’s household mov- 
ers. Name: Weld-O-Van. Most popu- 
lar size: 7-feet in width, 7-feet in 
height, and 8-feet in length. Out- 
standing features: its tamper-proof, 
dust-proof, waterproof construction, 
and its smooth inner walls, designed 
to ensure maximum utilization of 
available container space. 

Manufactured of steel, the Weld-O- 
Van reportedly increases payload 
space, while simplifying the loading 
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of transportation to achieve standardization.” 


and unloading of household goods 
shipped between cities or overseas. 
It is also said to minimize damage by 
slashing cargo handling drastically. 
Once items are placed in a Weld-O- 
Van, they are not touched again un- 
til they've reached their destination 
and are set to be unloaded. 

On the air freight front, Aerobilt 
Bodies, Incorporated—a Grumman 
Aircraft Engineering Corporation sub- 
sidiary—is forging ahead with its 
famed Paul Bunyan Box. 

Tipping the scales at only 203- 
pounds, the aluminum container is 
capable of handling payloads of up to 
3,000-pounds with the greatest of 
ease. (In static tests, it has already 


withstood static tests of a 3,750- 
pound overload, plus 1,500-pounds on 
top, without injury. ) 

Standing 63-inches high, 42-inches 
wide, and 84-inches long, the Paul 
Bunyan Box has rolled back handling 
expenditures; slashed pilferage; re- 
duced loss and damage; and stepped 
up the tempo of cargo loading-un- 
loading operations.

In a recent application before the Com- 
mission, an applicant sought a certificate 
to transport general commodities, includ- 
ing explosives, but excluding certain 
specified commodity groups. 

One motor carrier opposed the appli- 
cation; five supported it. 

Those who backed it did so because 
they felt they should not be compelled 
to interline freight with a competitor, 
who was in a position to carry out the 
entire movement. 

Reversing a joint board, the Commis- 
sion denied the application. Reason: the 
supporting motor carriers had not demon- 
strated that they would be adversely 
affected. 

The applicant, maintained the Com- 
mission, had been unable to produce 
evidence as to the volume of traffic or 
to show the need for additional service 


between the points involved. 

The fact that the supporting carriers 
might be required to interline freight 
with a competitor who was in a position 
to conduct the entire movement, did not 
justify the granting of the application, 
the Commission emphasized. In some 
instances the traffic involved could be 
routed to obviate the necessity of inter- 
lining with a competitor. 


private carriage 


The Commission—under the Interstate 
Commerce and the Elkins Acts—recently 
investigated the motor carrier operations 
of and individual and four sugar broker- 
age firms. 

Some of the more important criteria 
noted by the Commission, as guides to 
determining whether an operation is pri- 


vate or common carriage: 


a) Whether the carrier is the owner of 
the property transported. 


b) Whether the carrier undertakes any 
financial risks in the tennant connected 
enterprise. 


c) Whether the carrier adds an amount 
identifiable as a transport charge to the 
purchase price. 


d) Whether the carrier transports or 
holds out to transport for anyone other 
than himself. 


e) Whether the carrier performs any 
real service other transportation 
from which it may profit. 


) Whether his investment in transpor- 
tation facilities and equipment is the 
principal part of his total business in- 
vestment.

Subject to ICC approval, Watson will acquire all 
of Wilson’s capital stock. The two highway carriers 
will then be merged. 

Watson (GHQ: Omaha) is currently the sixth larg- 
est carrier in the U. S. It operates over some 55,000 
miles of authorized and certified routes, from Chicago 
and St. Louis to Los Angeles and San Francisco, and 
from St. Paul-Minneapolis to Kansas City; Albuquer- 
que; Tucson; and Phoenix. 

Watson maintains 28 terminals in 13 states; has 
some 3,000 employees; and a gross operating revenue 
in excess of $40 million. 

Wilson (GHQ: Nashville) operates from Chicago 
through the Southeast to Charleston, South Carolina, 
and as far west as St. Louis and Kansas City. Its 
gross operating revenues in 59 were in excess of $11 
million, and it has about 1,000 employees. 

Pending ICC action on the merger application, the 
firms will operate independently. Upon approval of 
the merger, the resultant company would operate one 
of the most extensive motor freight authorities in the 
country and provide direct, trans-continental service.

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Mergers in the air? It certainly looks 
that way! 

W. A. Patterson, president of United Air 
Lines, has revealed that his line is "defi- 
nitely interested in merging with some 
good, solid air carrier." When? Probably 
later than this year or early in '6l. 

Trans World Airlines and Northeast Air- 
lines, for their part, have actually held 
a series of merger discussions. No results 
to date, however. 

Still a third possible merger: Northwest 
Airlines and Capital Airlines. 


What effect is the St. Lawrence Seaway 
having on motor freight? According to Welby 
M. Frantz, ATA president, there was a tre- 
mendous increase in truck hauls of grain to 
Duluth-Superior elevators in the eight 
months of '59 the waterway was in operation. 

Nevertheless, he emphasizes, the real 
"impact of the Seaway" on the future of 
trucking depends largely on the kind of 
cargo brought to the area by increasing Sea- 
way traffic. 

"The usual cargo of trucks servicing the 
Seaway area, like that of most trucks, is 
finished goods or general cargo. Only about 
9% of some 20 million tons of Seaway cargo 
studied last year was general cargo. The 
remaining 91% moved as bulk goods—not gen- 
erally hauled by trucks."
